7:00pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

7:03pm - Public Comment 

Michael Stabillio came up and stated his concern about the legalization of marijuana. He said 
Plymouth has a bad drug epidemic and if the sale is aloud there will be a dark wave that will 
come over this town. 

Gerry Sirrico came up asking about the status of the gas main on Pleasant Street. He said 
Eversource has the resources to store those pipes at another location Piles of pipes have 
already fallen over. Chairman Tavares asked the Town Manager to follow up. 


7:09pm - Public Hearing - Sour Grapes 

Jim and Heather Casey came up saying they currently own and operate the Blue Eyed Crab. 
They recently moved to Plymouth and want to get more involved so they decided to open a 
new restaurant. They went on to say it will be a 75 seat restaurant called Mallebar Brasserie 
which translates to brewery in French. 

Selectman Provenzano said that the Blue Eyed Crab has been successful and expanded, then 
asked how long they’ve been in business, to which Heather said 3 years. She added that they 
want to cater to the older crowd with this restaurant and have a smaller bar and a quieter 
atmosphere with a French themed menu.

7:16pm - Emergency Management - Henry Lipe 

Henry Lipe, Director of Emergency Management, came up and explained to the Board that at 
the 2015 Fall Town Meeting there were (2) Emergency Plans approved. Both have been 
developed as we are in hurricane season and approaching a busy winter season. He said the 
interesting part is that these plans are only as good as the people working on them so training 
is very important. 

Selectman Provenzano said that not every emergency response results in a declaration of a 
disaster. He then asked in the last 5 years how many disaster declarations have we had, to 
which Henry Lipe said 2 major winter storms where the seawall was compromised. 

Selectman Provenzano then asked if these Emergency Plans increase the likelihood of us 
getting funding for disasters, to which Mr. Lipe said absolutely. 

Selectman Mahoney said that these plans make perfect sense. Looking around the world I 
have to expect that our area is overdue for a major hurricane. 

Henry Lipe said yes, the more prepared we can be the better the chance we have to save lives 
and minimize damage, as well as maximize the financial replacement to our infrastructure. 
Mr. Lipe finished by saying if anyone has any further questions call him or come on down to 
the Emergency Management Center for a visit.

Chairman Tavares then said that this past week the Plymouth 400 hosted the English and 
Dutch Delegation in preparation for the 2020 celebrations. He said he would have a full 
report in a month or so and that they will be looking for cooperation from the State as well as 
the local community. 

Chairman Tavares also wanted to thank Frank Mand for the article he printed for the New 
Town Hall Ribbon Cutting Ceremony.

Betty Cavacco said that she and Anthony Provenzano Jr met with the Emera Group and 
talked about their plans. She said that on the 18 th there will be a meeting at the Moose Lodge 
followed by a site visit which is open to the public. 

Selectman Mahoney mentioned that he attended a dinner with the English and Dutch 
Delegation and felt that the Dutch aspect is never focused on. He said the Dutch Delegation 
gave an impressive presentation of the Four Block Area. 
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Chairman Tavares added that this celebration will be very different than what happened 100 
years ago. The story will be told about what the landing meant to the Constitution and the 
Declaration of Independence. He said it will be very different that Jamestown. Plymouth 
survived and is still thriving and this celebration will touch the spirit.
